Sulphur Odor May Be Problem 

Tests On Airport Wells 
Not Yet Completed 


The Town of Vulcan, interested 
in acquiring the unused water 
wells and associated facilities used 
to supply the Vulcan Airport with 
water during the war, has now 
been advised by Dr. Lawrence E. 
Kindt, M.P., for Macleod, that an 
amended Report of Surplus has 
now been forwarded to the Crown 
Assets Disposal Corporation cover¬ 
ing the three wells, two pumps, the 
pipe line and the switch control 
line running from the well sites to 
the boundary Of the airport. 

Only one of the three wells has, 
so far, been tested by the Town. 
This well, on a one-week test, 
flowed at the rate of 120,000 gal¬ 
lons a day—approximately double 
the town’s normal consumption— 
but the sulphur odor of the water 
makes it unusable without con¬ 
struction of an aeration plant, al¬ 
though in every other respect the 
water is excellent. 

Indications are, however, that 
sulphur may not be a problem in 
the other two wells and these will 
be tested and the water analyzed 
as soon as possible.
